The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification lacks the heading to the various sections and the specification may not 
refer to the claims especially when the claims have been canceled (see the first 
paragraph of the specification). 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 58, 60-67, 69-71 , 75-78 and 80-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are still in 
need of revision to comply with section 112. For example, in claim 58, line 3, there is no 
antecedent basis for "the body part"; claim 62 is redundant because by definition the 
recess would have to have a smaller diameter; claims 64 lacks the close parentheses 
and; in claim 66, it is unclear what "it" refers to; in claim 71 , it is unclear what the 
"discontinuity" refers to since there is no discontinuity seen in the drawings; in claim 80- 
86, the ribs in the groove Is a double inclusion because that feature has already been 
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included in claim 58; in claims 84 and 85 it should be -peripheral bead- to be 
consistant. In addition, claim 1-57 have not been identified as -(canceled)- and many 
of the claims still refer to claims which have been canceled. The claims were examined 
as best understood. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 58, 60-67, 69-71 , 75-78 and 80-86 appear would be allowable if rewritten 
or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth 
in this Office action. The prior art does not disclose a hollow functional element of the 
type claimed with the edge and bead having the same diameter in combination with the 
other features of the claim.
